Map Filed With State Engi- 

- neer’s Office at Sacramento 

- Outlines One of Largest 
Aqueduct Undertakings 


Map showing location of the pro- 
posed Colorado River aqueduct for 
bringing water to Upland and 
other Southern California com- 
munities, has been filed with the 
state engineer’s office in Sacra- 
mento. Filing of the map is re 
quired by law and. follows an ap- 
plication made some months ago 
for diverting the waters of the 
Colorado River to the southland. 
BE. A. Bayley, a member of the 
Public Service Engineering staff, 
of Los Angeles, filed the map. 

A crew of surveyors and drafts- 
men, working under the direction 
of William Mulholland, chief en- 
gineer of the Los Angeles Bureau 
of Water Works and Supply, pre- 
pared the may, at an expenditure 
estimated at close to $100,000. 
The map indicates that frem the 
route to be taken by the aqueduct, 
Redlands, San Bernardino and Up- 
land can be supplied by gravity 
laterals. 

It is estimated that 1500 second 
feet of constant flow from the Col- 
orado River for domestic and 
municipal use exclusively, will be 
carried by the aqueduct. This es- 
timate was made at the time ap- 
plication for diverting the water 
was made last July. The condi- 
tions of the application blank stip- 
ulate construction must begin 
within two years from date of 
filing. 

That. the Colorado River aque 
duct will be approximately 260 
miles long, or ohly a few miles 
longer than Los Angeles’ present 
Owens River aqueduct, it is dis- 
closed inthe official map. While 
the Owens River aqueduct hag a 
capacity of delivering 400 cubic 
feet per second, however, the Col- 
orado aqueduct, as outlined, will 
be capable of delivering 1'00 cubic

longest water’ tunnel in the world. 
This great bore, measuring some 
twenty feet in diameter, will carry 
the water under the San Gorgonio 
Pass in the.San Bernardino Moun- 
tains, and will serve to burrow 
through the highest mountain bar- 
rier between the coastal plain and 
the Colorado River. é 
Route is Described 

The line of thé aqueduct shown 
on the map, travels across coun- 
try from’a point about twenty 
miles north of Blythe, partly 
across government land and often 
through the incorporated territory 
. of municipalities, to a point in 
Bagle Rock, within the city lim- 
its of Los Angeles. A note en- 
grossed.on the map stipulates that 
the route shown is subject to se- 
curing deeds of right-of-way — or 
easements over privately owned 
land: franchises or agreements on 
rights-of-way through incorporated 
districts or towns, including water 
districts, and permits from the 
proper federal departments for 
rights-of-way through national for- 
ests and across government land. 

From the intake above. Blythe, 
the line wiggles: upward across the 
wrinkled face of the Coxcomb 
Mountains and the sandy expanse 
of the ‘Chuckawalla Desert to 
Shaver's: Summit, where it reaches 
its extreme elevation of 1706 feet.

JURY FIVE HUNDRED VisIT 
WILL FINISH WORK 


Early retirement of the. present 
county grand jury, impanelled sev- 
eral months ago by former Judge 
Jesse Olney, and the filing of its 
final report is helieved predicated 
upon the drawing of a new venire 
of 74 citizens by Superior Court 
judges Friday afternoon.  Nine- 
teen of this numbor will be drawn 
to serve as the inquisitorial body 
for 1925. The venire was drawn 
by Superior Judges Benjamin F. 
Warmer and Charles L. Allison. 

Bue to the fact that the present 
grand jury .has not been in session 
in séVeral weeks and only one 
time since Olney left the bench 
in December, it is expected that 
the final report of the inquisitors 
will be ready for filing at an early 
date and that they will be dis- 
charged from further duty. As 
far back as last August, some 
three months after jury had been 
impanelled, some members declar- 
ed themselves willing to make a 
final report and be discharged.

Falling from a height of 200 
feet while hiking with a par- 
ty of other children in Iece- 
house Canyon Saturday, Al- 
bert Sweeney, 16 years old, son 
of Nelson Sweeney, of Hyde 
Park avenue, Los Angeles, was 
killed when his foot slipped 
while walking on a ridge about 
1500 feet high. : 

The youth was hiking with 
a dozen others, all members 
of the parish of St. John’s Ca- 
tholie Church, 6021 Victoria 
avenue, Los Angeles. They 
were walking aleng narrow 
ridges in the canyon when the 
accident occurred: 


Young Sweeney fell side- 


in his fall steuck three trees, 
landing in a pile of brush. 
James Fitzgerald and Logan 
Poche, two boys of the party, 
managed to reach the youth 
and carry him to Chapman 
Camp in the canyon. , 

An ambulance was summon- 


arrived with the ambulance, 
administered aid and worked 
frantically to save the boy’s 
life. He died 10 minutes after 
the ambulance arrived, suc- 
ecumbing to a broken back and 
a fractured skull. 

The body was taken to Los 
Angeles where the funeral ser- 
viees will be held. 

Sweeney’s family had for- 
merly lived in Ontario. He was 
a student at the Manual Arts 
High School in Los Angeles.

Manitoba to Extend

TO BUY PROPERTY 








That the value of a given 
piece of land must-be judged 
not by its production at a giv- 
en time or during a period of 
one or two years, but must be 
reached by studying its aver- 
age income over a period of at 
least 10° years, was the de- 
claration yesterday afternoon 
of ©. N. Poe, well-known On- 
tario rancher, in an address be- 
fore members of the Ontario 
Realty Board at their weekly 
luncheon meeting at the Hot- 
point Club. 

Mr. Poe’s subject was ‘‘The 
Relation. of Land Income to 
Land Value.’’ He stated that 
only during the past year had. 
any government statisties been 
gathered on the subject and in 
this regard it was interesting 
to note that both lowest and 
highest percentages of income 
were found in California. In 
Los Angeles County, the per- 
centage of income with rela- 
tion to value was found to be 
only 2.6 per cent, while in Im- 
perial County it was 11.3 per 
cent. 

In explaining the low per- 
centage of income as shown by 
the Los Angeles figures, the 
speaker pointed out that pur-| 
chasers often pay for what he 
termed ‘‘sentiment,’’ including 
educational, religious and so- 
cial advantages, which he held 
to be all right if thee purchas- 
er was able to do so, but he 
pointed out that these showed 
no return in income figures. 
Owners -in Imperial County 
bought their land on a basis 
closer to actual value, minus 
the sentiment or social advan- 
tages and therefore the income 
based on value was much 
higher. 

Mr. Poe expressed the belief 
that many buyers paid for 
‘*sentiment’’ when they could 
not afford to and then blamed 
the land for their failure to 
make good. He gave it as his 
opinion that if the value of 
land in California were based 
on its actual cash income, that 
value would necessarily be cut 
in two.

ASK STATE’S AD 
IN FOREST WORK 


Bill calling for federal appro- 
priation for the protection of the 
San Bernardino Forest Reserve 
and other reserves in Southern 
California was to be introduced in 
the House of Representatives Sat- 
urday by Congressman Lineberger. 
The measure authorizes an appro- 
priation of $1,000,000 for fire pro- 
tection, preservation of adequate 
watersheds, firebreak trails and 
policing of the forests. 

After it was introduced 
gressman Lineberger’s bill was 
expected to be referred to the} 
House Committee on Agriculture. 
Hearings on the measure will be 
started ney. week and will be! 
pushed with all possible pressure 
to get assistance from the federal 
government. The bill is designed 
to bring federai aid to state, 
county and municipal contribu- 
tions to fire protection of the for- 
ests of San Bernardino, Santa Bar- 
bara and Los Angeles. 

Congressman Lineberger asserts 
that this co-operation of the for- 
estry service in this and other for- 
estry measures for the protection 
of the Southern California forests 
and watersheds was largely due to 
the fine work of Southern Califor- 
nia committees in connection with 
the forest fire review board meet- 
ings last December.

Recently Released Here

DACES TO (DAMAGE TO CITRUSIARGUMENTS ON [AQUEDUCT ROUTE 


ROP WILL BE 'ONE-CITY SUBJECT 
EOTIMATED 


First definite estimate of the 
percentage of damage to the 
San Bernardino County citrus 
crop during the Christmas cold 
snap will be availble within 
the next week or ten days, it 
was indicated yesterday when 
water separators were, being 
placed in operation generally 
throughout county packing 
houses. J. P. Coy, county horti- 
cultural commissioner, is pre- 
paring a survey. 

With the exception of fruit 
from frostless districts which 
is passed as satisfactory by 
the horticultural inspectors 
practically all of the remain- 
ing Washington Navels will be 
passed through water separa- 
tors before shipping. In the 
past week several separators 
have been set up throughout 
the county and some are al- 
ready in operation in the Red- 
lands and Highlands districts. 

Average Losses 20 Per Cent 

Preliminary reports yester- 
day from the packing houses 
where. separators were in op- 
eration indicated that the av- 
erage of frost damage will be 
somewhere between 15 and 20 
per cent. In some groves, of 
course, the percentage of dam- 
age will run much higher but 
such spots are offset by other 
groves in which the damage 
will be under five per cent. 

The dry test as provided in 
the state act of 1915 is being 
used throughout Southern Cal- 
ifornia according to Horticul- 
tural Commissioner Coy. Un- 
der this test fruit which has 
dried to such a degree that it 
will not pass the test will not 
go through the separators, 
which are set up so that all 
fruit passes through them be- 
fore reaching the graders. Or- 
anges that float on the surface 
of the water are culled out 
while those that stay on the re- 
volving belt at the bottom of 
the tank are graded and ship- 
ped as good fruit.

What 
would happen would: be an_ in- 
crease in the number of employees 
and increase in salaries, an orgy 
of tpilding of city administration 
offices and a large increase in the 
total cost of ‘city administration 
with a loss in the personal touch 
which makes a contented citizen. 

This would probably hit Up- 
land harder than Ontario, as Up 
land’s salaries are most of them 
nominal amounts. 

We would, of course, have one 
Chamber of Commerce, with an 
ultimately greater expense for the 
salaries of manager and assist- 
ants. We would have a nice 
branch postoffice; and, of course, 
would retain our Commercial Na- 
tional Bank, and somebody’s nice 
branch bank to replace our pres- 
ent First National Bank, as the 
government does not permit two 
First Nationals in the same city. 

We could not very well get 
along without our business center, 
and would have the same, but not 
more, competition in price and 
service. We would still be in the 
same relation to trips to Los An- 
geles or San Bernardino over the 
Pacific Blectric, and would find 
no change in the requirements or 
privileges should we take a long- 
er trip on either the Santa Fe, the 
Southern Pacific or the Union Pa- 
cific. 

The. project of getting factories 
established in our district is an 
oft-tried one and may _ succeed 
sometime. Los Angeles will get 
the best ones, while we have to 
fight against having no casual lab- 
or market, distance from supplies 
and selling market, and a definite 
killing campaign from city fac- 
tories. But, in any event, I do 
not see why it is necessary, or 
even better, to attempt .this by 
a combination of the cities rather

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at least as long to build the aque- 
duct as it takes to bore the tun- 
nel. Qther shorter lengths will 
pring the total mileage of driven 


tunnels to about scventy. Actual 
construction is likely to increase 
rather than to lessen this mileage, 
as experience may indicate the ad- 
visability of short borings instead 
of tortuous and difficult workings 
through rough country.

Coy and his deputies in the 
enforcement of the 1915 aet-to 
prevent the shipment of frost- 
ed fruit. 

Interest is centered on the 
claim recently advanced » by 
certain growers that frosted 
fruit is coming back where 
the groves have been,kept ir- 
rigated since the frost. This 
is a relatively recent claim. 
The grove is kept well irri- 
gated on the theory that the 
juice will stay in the orange | 
instead of going back into the 
tree where the sap is kept ac- 
tive through irrigation. Such 
trees are believed more sus 
ceptible to subsequent cold 
snaps, however. 

It has long been noticed that 
later varieties such as seed- 
lings and Valencias rebuild the 
frost-damaged cell structure t 
some degree. This is now be- 
lieved to be caused by subse 
quent rains or irrigation and 
aceordingly the experiments 
being made with frosted nav- 
els is being watched with in- 
terest.

I believe that Upland 
has an economically operated city 
administration, with no big sal- 
aries to any employee or officer, 
several receiving merely nominal 
salaries. All. the officials are 
known personally to each citizen, 
and there is ease and lack of 
embarrassment in all relations be- 
‘ween the citizen and the coun- 

il. I have lived in many places, 
‘nd in large and small cities, and 
it seems to me that Upland peo- 
ple are far and away. above what 
IT have known in ethical civic and 
husiness relations. I have lived 
in Upland fourteen years, and dur- 
ing that time this city has never 
had a breath of political or finan- 
eial scandal in any department, 
and even an acrid discussion in 
council meetings is something 
practically unknown. 

With. these facts and conditions 
and others which I have not time 
to enumerate, are considered, I 
“annot conceive that Upland citi- 
zens will, for a moment, look with 
favor upon losing their identity 
and being absorbed by the larger 
and what would ultimately be the

Again, as to co-operation, . In 
slt my connection with public af- 
fairs I have no remembrance of 
lack of cooperation between the 
councils and officials of Ontario 
and Upland. The relations have 
been, most cordial. But the fact 
ig that Upland met Ontario, or 
Ontario called on Upland with a 
message from all the people they 
represented, and consideration was 
viven because of this representa- 
tion. What too frequently hap- 
pens, however, when some dis- 
tant small group of citizens goes 
before a council, such as might go 
to Ontario from West 23rd or 
some neighboring street?
